We had just heard of 
Lincoln's second election. I was in- 
specting my division and noticed a con 
federate officer apparently on the MOM 
duty with his line. He waved a news- 
paper towards me. and I went out to

POLISHED FLOORS. 

The Hoard* Nhould He Prepared llefore 
> Are I »M. 

To secure a perfectly-polished floor 
the work must. Is? begun on the ma- 
terial ls-fore putting down. The boards 
should be thoroughly kiln-dried and 
then gone over with two or three coatr, 
of linseed oil, applied when at the boil- 
ing point. If the Isjards are. put into 
the kiln Is-twcen applications and 
dried, so much the better. They may 
then be put down with reasonable con- 
fidence that every little bit of dampness 
will not swell or warp them out of 
shape. If boards are not so treated be 
fore putting down it will be necessary 
to be careful about spilling water on 
them, as they will almost certainly 
spring up. and may wnrp entirely out 
of control. The hot oil put on while 
the boards are in the raw state pene- 
trates them evenly all over, and there 
ere no ajrpoaad places where moisture 

Floors that have been put down bt- 
f-re l>eii.g treated must lie smoothed 
ami all cracks and nail holes filled with 
putty, in Vhleh a very little plotter of 
paris is mixed. Three or four coats 
it boiling oil will be the best body for 
any jMilish to lie applied. Some work- 
men use what is called a wood-filler, I 
■ubatance that is readily absorbed into 
the grain of 'he wood and makes it hard 
and firm. If a special color is required 
n liquid stain without oil or spirit 
should l>e first applied. This is bet ter i! 
put on very hot, as it sinks into th* 
Wood belter and is much more durable. 
It should be laid on \crv rapidly and 
imoothl] with a w ide, thick brush and 
with strokes lengthw ise of the boa rd. ■< 
Ample time must be given for this to 
dry lieforo nny other coat is applied, 
then, when thoroughly dry, put on hot 
i II, allow ing it to settle into the wood 
baton a second coat is laid on. 

There are prepared polishes that may 
lie had of dealers in paints nnd oils, and 
these Bit often used without prepai- 
atory treatment. This, howcier, does 
:iot give BS KM ■ Mnish as w hen the 
boards' are first treated. Some dee.

Did you ever see a dead fly at- 
tached to a window pant bjr a network < 
of whitish gossamer filaments? It Is 
a ease exactly similar; the fly has died 
of a fungus ciisca.se. The ailment cpm- 
rnunicated to the chinch bugs by Prof.

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The Worst in the History of 
North Texas Visits Sherman. 



Many People Were Killed and Prop- 
erty Greatly Damaged. 



That Several Platan In Kach Team 
Were Killed. With Spectator*. 

Dbiuboi*. Tex., May 18.— The city of 
Sherman was visited by the worst cy- 
clone in the history of northern Texas 
about five o'olock .Friday evening. The 
path of the destroyer was 160 yardswide. 
It struck the city at the west end of Post 
Oak creek and swept ip a westerly dl- 
• rectlon for several blocks and then 
spread and spent its force. The 
traek of the cyclone is a grue- 
some sight, the devastation being 
complete, houses, trees, fences, in fact 
everything in its pathway destroyed. 
The loss of life will probably reach ono 
hundred with as many mose bruised 
and wounded. The city hall and a va- 
cant store room have been turned into 
temporary hospitals and 18 bruised, 
mangled and mutilated bodies art- 
awaiting identification. At these two 
places at this writing nearly every 
house In Fairview addition has been 
turned into a hospital. • 

Sherman, Tex., May 16.— A terrifflc 
cyclone struck this city at half pnst 
four Friday afternoon, killing many 
people and doing great damage to 
property. The number of people killed 
is not known, but it Is reported all the 
way from 16 to 75. There is much ex- 
citement and great confusion, and it 
will be morning before a list of the 
killed and injured can be obtained. 

A game of ball between the San An- 
tonio teams was in progress when the 
cyclone struck them. The grand stand 
was destroyed and it Is believed severs 1 
players on each team were killed, to- 
gether with many spectators. 

Dbnton. Tex., May 16. — A cyclone 
struck the town of Uribble Springs, 
eight miles north of Denton, Friday 
afternoon. Four persons were killed 
and flvs others so badly injured they 
can not live. The property damage is 
great 

Howe, Tex., May 16.— Friday's terri- 
ble cyclone struck this town. The 
path of the cyclone at this point was a 
quarter of a mile wide. Kight per- 
sons were killed outright and many in- 
jured. 

Later— The dead may number 70 or 
80 and the Injured 100 more. Death 
and desolation held sway Friday night 
over a country of happy homes and 
pleasant firesides on which the sun 
rose Friday morning. Every town and 
hamlet in the path of the whirling 
monster Is in ruins, its buildings and 
their occupants torn to pieces and scat- 
tered over the wide plain. 

At Home, Tex., eight persons were 
killed and many injured. Four were 
killed at Denton, and five or six at 
Gribble Springs. At Justin 30 houses 
were blown down and W. L Evans, of 
^Cellar, Tex., killed. Seventeen were 
injured. 

At 12:30 ten bodies were brought in 
from Wakefield farm, three miles 
southwest of the town, five of whom 
were named Tierce. One of the bodies 
not identified is that of a lady, who 
must have been blown a mile. One 
mile southwest of town a child 
found in a "tree.

A PROCLAMATION 

Iwaed to the Farmer* and Peaaantry ol 
Cab* by Capt. Uen. Wejrler. 

Havana, May 16.— Capt Gen. Wey- 
ler has issued a proclamation ordering 
the farmers and peasantry during the 
next twenty days to transport to the 
towns in their vicinity all of the corn 
and other grains stored upon their 
farms. This order applies to the pro- 
vinces of Plnar del Hio, Havana and 
Matanzas. The military quartermas- 
ters are authorized by this order 
to purchase the grain sent to 
the towns by the farmers at the 
current price and if the grain is not re- 
quired by the government, it will be 
stored for the account of its owners. 
After the period of 20 days has elapsed, 
the proclamation declares, any grain 
found upon farms In the provinces 
mentioned will be regarded as contra- 
band of war, and will be seized and 
the owners thereof subjected to crim- 
inal proceedings.

l'liiiADKiriiiA. May 18.— An after- 
noon newspaper Friday printed the fol- 
lowing story: | 

No more forcible evidence of the 
butchery of unarmed and unprotected 
Cubans by the Spanish troops could be 
Bdduced thnn by advices received in 
this city Friday afternoon from Matan- , 
zas. Cuba, which graphioally depict the 
barbarous and inhuman means em- 
ployed by the Spanish soldiers in their 
war against the Cubans. The letter 
was dated May 0, and reached this city 
through private sources, for the reason, 
as cited in the communication, that all 
letters that go via Havana post ottice 
ore tampered with and frequently do 
notr reach their destination. 

The letter starts out with the state- 
ment that 64 non-combatants, men, 
women and children, were met by a 
Spanish column under Col. Aldea in 
the town of Savanllla, near Matanzas, 
and fired upon by his orders. Twenty- 
seven were killed instantly and the 
rest fled into a cane field, which was 
set on fire by the troops and all per- 
ished in the flames and the bodies were 
left as food for the buzzards. 

Another case was then cited. It was 
that of two bodies of white men which 
were found on the shores of Matanzas 
bay. These bodies were lashed to- 
gether, and there was unmistakable 
evidence of having been killed by ma- 
chetes. The discovery of the bodies 
caused a great sensation and 
now the authorities are try- 
ing to mnke out thBt It was the 
.work of the insurgents. The writer 
points out that this is ridiculous for 
the reason that the insurgents are not 
in possession of Matanzas and that the 
men were political prisoners confined 
in San Severino castle, where assassin- 
ations of this kind are said to be t arried 
on nlmost nightly, and the bodies cast 
into the boy have been found with 
weights attached to their feet
